3.  MORDECAI  LINCOLN  —  born  April  24,  1686,  gentle- 
man, iron  founder,  died  at  Amity,  Phil.  Co.,  May  12',  173  7. 
Married  Mary  Robeson.  Children  John  (great  grandfather  of 
President  Lincoln)  Mordecai,  Thomas,  Abraham. 

4.  THOMAS  LINCOLN  —  Representative  for  Berk.  Co. 
Penn.  Gen.  Assembly  1758,  and  sheriff  of  Berks.  Co.  Married 
Elizabeth  Davis.  Children,  Hanniah,  Thomas,  Michael,  Joseph, 
Sarah,  Mary,  Elizabeth. 

5.  HANANIAH  LINCOLN  —  born  Exter.  Pa.  1756. 

1775,  military  service  in  Amlerican  Revolution,  sargeant. 

1776,  Oct.  4,  commissioned  1st  Lieut,  in  Capt.  With- 
ington's  Co.  l*2th  Penn.  Regt.  commanded  by  Col. 
Cook. 

1776,  May  20,  promoted  to  captain. 

1777,  Oct.  17,  resigned  froml  army  after  battle  of  Bran- 
dy wine. 

1782,  Jan.  2,  named  on  promissory  note  in  Kentucky, 
(then  Va.) 

1783,  enters  land  in  Kentucky. 

178  4,  serves  on  jury  Jefferson  County,  Kentucky. 

1785,  May  7,  chain  carrier  for  Pioneer  Abraham  Lincoln 
(grandfather  of  Pres.  Lincoln  and  cousin  of  said  Han- 
aniah). 

1786,  July  25,  enters  land  in  Nelson  Co.,  Ky. 

1789,  Sept.  10,  succeeds  Moses  Jefferies  as  Capt.  of 
Militia  1st  Regiment. 

1792,  April  30  buys  lots  in  town  of  Hartford  Hardin 
Co.,  Ky. 

1793,  May  10,  living  in  Hartford. 

1794,  Oct.  8,  sells  property  in  Hartford. 

July  28,  commissioned  to  view  road  near  Elizabeth- 
town,  Ky. 

1795,  Oct.  27,  appointed  appraiser  of  an  estate. 
1795,  Lists  1000  acres  of  land  for  last  time  on  affidavit. 
1798,  Joined  Daniel  Boone  in  his  Missouri  purchase 

in  1798. 

Children,  Moses,  Jefferies,  Lincoln,  Thomas,  came  north 
with  Mioses  and  settled  in  Preble  Co.,  Ohio.  Davis, 
married  Abigail  Campbell,  5  children,  Natchez,  Austin,  married 
Catherine  McGuff^y,  Dec.   23,   1837,   Lucy   married  Johnathan 
Hills  at  Eliaabethtown,  Ky.  Oct.  4,  1817.    Nancy,  married  Josiah 
Dunn,  Feb,  1836  in  Spencer  Co.,  Ind.  Levisy,  mar- 
ried Joseph  Hargrave  about  1827. 

6.  MOSES  JEFFERIES  LINCOLN  —  born  Bardston,  Ky. 
Dec.  22,  1787,  went  with  brother  Thomas,  to  Preble  Co.,  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Crawford,  daughter  of  James  and  Martha  Craw- 
ford, Eaton.  Ohio,  Sept.  18,1816.  In  1831  moved  family  to  War- 
ren Co.  Ind.  Moses  Jefferies  Lincoln  died  Sept.  19,  1866  and 
Elizabeth  Lincoln  died  Jan.  24,  1866.  Parents  of  Elizabeth  Craw- 
ford Lincoln  buried  on  Simon  Widenhammer  farm  (now  south 
end  of  Dale  Rush's  farm)  Warren  County,  Indiana,  under  two 
cedar  trees.  Moses  Jefferies  Lincoln  buried  in  northeast  part  of 
West  Lebanon  Cemetery  and  Elizabeth  Crawford  Lincoln  bur- 
ied in  West  Lebanon  Cemetery. 

Children,  Sarah  Jane,  born  June  23,  1817.  John  Craw- 
ford, born  Nov.  20,  1819. 

7.  JAMIES  HARVEY  LINCOLN  —  born  Feb.  12,  1823. 
Martha  Ellen,  born  Feb.  27,  1825.  William  Washington,  born 
Sept.  10,  1827.  David  Shankland,  born  Feb.  7,  1829.  Mary  Ann, 
born  Feb.  10,  1831.  Lucinda  Caroline,  born  February  27,  1S33, 
Elizabeth  Ruth,  born  March  2,  1835.  James  Harvey  Lincoln 
born  Feb.  12,  1820.  Warren  Co.,  Ind.,  died  Aug.  20,  1864,  Mar- 
ried Dec.  9,  1847  to  Elizabeth  James.

Dear  Dr.  Warren:     I  was  very  much  pleased  to  receive  from  you  the  informa- 
tion requested  and  also  the  copy  of  Hanniah  Lincoln,  which  i  have  read  with 
much  pleasure  and  it  does  give  me  some  information  which  I  can  use.  The  old 
Bates  account  book  gives  the  name  as  "Niahr"  and  Robert  Lincoln,  1830.  This 
Austin  Lincoln  entry  of  Davis  in  1816  lies  just  northwest  of  the  present 
New  Boston,  and  the  April  2,  1821,  entry  is  southest  of  New  Boston  (nw  31, 
t5s ,  r3w)   practically  directly  on  Anderson  creek;  and  Posey's  entry  of  1811 
was  Frac .  Sec.  15,  on  the  Ohio  river.  Neither  of  the  Lincoln  entries  is  on 
the  old  Troy- Jentryville  Trail  as  I  conceive  it  from  tradition.   I  trust  I 
may  live  enog&h  months  to  get  this  matter  straightened  out  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  true  historians  desiring  the  actual  truth.

Hananiah  Lincoln  Family 

PIONEERS  ASSOCIATED  WITH  THE  FATHER  AND  GRANDFATHER 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


Hananiah  Lincoln  was  a  first 
cousin  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the 
grandfather  of  the  President.  These 
cousins  were  sons  of  Thomas  and 
John  Lincoln,  respectively,  whose 
father  was  Mordecai  Lincoln,  Jr., 
born  at  Hingham,  Massachusetts. 
Mordecai,  Jr.,  was  the  grandson  of 
Samuel  Lincoln,  the  first  American 
progenitor  of  President  Lincoln. 

There  seems  to  have  been  much 
difficulty  in  spelling  Hananiah's  name 
correctly.  Even  the  President  was  very 
much  confused  in  his  spelling  of  it,  as 
he  thought  it  was  either  Hannaniel,  or 
Annanial.  The  immediate  family 
also  allowed  it  to  take  the  form  of 
Annanias,  as  it  was  often  abbreviated 
"Niah."  Early  historians  even  went  so 
far  as  to  call  this  child  of  Thomas  Lin- 
coln of  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
Hannah  Lincoln,  even  changing  the 
sex.  Recorders  in  the  various  Kentucky 
courthouses  have  had  the  most 
trouble  in  spelling  the  name,  how- 
ever, as  it  is  found  in  all  these  forms : 


Hannanighah,  Hannaiel,  Hannanial, 
Hanniniah,  Hannia,  Anniah,  Niah. 
We  are  fortunate  in  having  discovered 
several  signatures  in  the  pioneer's  own 
hand  and  it  is  always  spelled  Han- 
aniah Lincoln. 

The  families  of  Hananiah  and  the 
pioneer  Abraham  Lincoln  were  very 
closely  associated  in  frontier  days, 
and  inasmuch  as  this  year  marks  the 
125th  anniversary  of  the  removal  of 
Abraham  Lincoln's  father  from  Ken- 
tucky to  Indiana,  it  is  timely  to  re- 
view some  of  the  history  of  the  Han- 
aniah Lincoln  family  which  was  part- 
ly responsible  for  this  early  migra- 
tion. 

Tradition  claims  that  after  Han- 
aniah Lincoln  resigned  as  a  captain 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  on  October 
20,  1777,  he  went  with  Daniel  Boone 
to  the  Kentucky  country.  The  Lincolns 
and  the  Boones  were  close  neighbors 
in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
there  were  many  inter-marriages  be- 
tween the  families. 
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The  Lincoln  Kinsman 


Hananiah  was  in  Jefferson  County, 
Kentucky,  as  early  as  January  3, 
1782  when  he  witnessed  a  promisory 
note.  The  following  year  he  entered 
890  acres  of  land  on  Cartwrights 
Creek  and  the  same  year  entered  1000 
acres  of  land  on  Beech  Fork.  Both  of 
these  tracts  were  in  Nelson  County. 
Apparently,  however,  he  settled  in 
Jefferson  County,  for  he  served  there 
as  a  juryman  in  1784  and  1785  and 
on  May  7,  1785  we  find  his  name  as- 
sociated with  pioneer  Abraham  Lin- 
coln in  the  surveying  of  a  tract  of 
land  on  Long  Run  in  Jefferson  County. 

The  following  year  after  the  mas- 
sacre of  the  pioneer  Abraham,  in  the 
month  of  May  1786,  it  is  apparent 
that  Hananiah  removed  to  Nelson 
County  where  he  had  entered  the  two 
large  tracts  of  land.  It  was  in  Nel- 
son County  on  February  7,  1787  that 
Hananiah  Lincoln  married  Sarah 
Jane  Jeffries,  daughter  of  Moses  Jef- 
fries. 

About  five  years  later,  in  1792, 
Hananiah  became  interested  in  a  land 
development  in  the  town  of  Hartford 
in  Hardin  County,  which  later  became 
the  county  seat  of  Ohio  County.  This 
town  was  situated  about  30  miles 
from  the  Ohio  River. 

While  at  Hartford,  Hananiah  had 
some  difficulty  in  collecting  a  note  due 
him  by  Nicholas  Welsh  and  brought 
suit  against  him  for  collection.  This 
suit  was  followed  by  another  in  which 
Hananiah  charged  Welsh  with  slan- 
der, which  apparently  was  due  to  a 
misunderstanding  among  the  women 
folk  of  the  community.  This  case  is  of 
special  interest  to  Lincoln  students 
who  are  continually  running  into  the 
purely  fictitious  story  that  a  certain 
Enlow,  Enlows,  Enloe,  Inlow  or  Inloe 


family  had  some  close  associations 
with  the  parents  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

From  what  can  be  learned  from  the 
papers  in  the  old  suit,  Mrs.  Hananiah 
Lincoln  had  hired  Polly  Inloe  to  make 
a  calico  dress  and  that  Miss  Inloe  had 
appropriated  some  of  the  calico. 
When  the  case  was  tried,  Miss  Inloe 
testified,  "I  have  not  stolen  your 
calico"  and  later  said  that  she  had 
only  taken  the  shoulder  straps  and  was 
to  return  and  finish  the  gown  the  next 
day.  Whether  or  not  this  incident  in 
1795  was  the  beginning  of  a  slander 
against  the  Lincolns  by  the  Enlows,  it 
is  quite  apparent  that  it  still  continues, 
but  in  the  modern  versions  it  is  the 
Lincoln  family  who  is  humiliated. 

It  is  evident  that  Hananiah  was 
not  well  pleased  with  his  investments 
at  Hartford  and  he  only  remained 
there  about  two  years,  then  took  up 
his  abode  at  Elizabethtown.  Here  he 
entered  500  acres  of  land  and  estab- 
lished his  home.  It  was  about  this 
time  that  Thomas  Lincoln,  the  son 
of  the  pioneer  Abraham  Lincoln, 
came  to  live  with  Hananiah  and  his 
name  appears  on  the  tax  book  direct- 
ly under  Hananiah's  name.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  later  Thomas  Lincoln  went 
with  his  relative  Hananiah  to  Cum- 
berland County  where  Hananiah  fi- 
nally settled  and  he  became  the  first 
sheriff  of  the  county.  Here  Hananiah's 
first  wife,  Sarah  Jeffries  Lincoln, 
passed  away  but  the  date  of  her  death 
is  not  known,  but  presumably  shortly 
after  the  birth  of  her  youngest  child 
Lucy,  on  April  27,  1899. 

The  marriage  register  of  Cumber- 
land County  shows  that  on  February 
14,  1801,  Hananiah  married  Lucy 
Wilson.  Later  on  he  is  said  to  have 
joined  Boone  in  his  Missouri  expedi- 
tion. On  Hananiah's  return  he  settled 
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in  Clay  County,  Tennessee,  just  across 
the  line  from  Cumberland  County  and 
tradition  claims  that  he  is  buried  on 
the  old  Lincoln  farm  in  Clay  County, 
Tennessee. 

There  are  many  family  traditions 
and  much  folk  lore  among  the  de- 
scendants of  Hananiah  Lincoln  which 
would  make  him  a  direct  ancestor  of 
the  President.  Some  of  the  traditions 
make  Hananiah  the  President's  grand- 
father. The  usual  point  of  confusion  is 
in  the  fact  that  the  President's  father's 
name  was  Thomas  and  that  Hananiah 
had  a  son  named  Thomas,  but  it  will 
be  observed  that  these  two  Thomases 
have  both  been  positively  identified 
with  their  respective  families.  Hana- 
niah's  son  finally  settled  in  Ohio  and 
the  President's  father,  who  was  about 
fifteen  years  older  than  Thomas,  son 
of  Hananiah,  settled  in  Illinois. 

About  a  dozen  years  ago  there  was 
considerable  activity  among  some  of 
the  descendants  of  Hananiah  and  their 
friends  to  prove  that  the  President  was 
born  in  Cumberland  County,  Ken- 
tucky, not  far  from  the  Tennessee  line. 
The  following  story  referring  to  the 
agitation  appeared  in  the  Lexington, 
Kentucky  Leader  for  December  9, 
1928. 

"What  amounts  to  a  veritable  sen- 
sation is  Cumberland  County's  claim 
that  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in 
that  county,  and  there  offer  to  furnish 
irrefutable  proof  of  the  fact. 

"As  proof,  county  officials  and 
citizens  of  the  county  produce  court 
records  that  establish  beyond  doubt 
that  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  Abra- 
ham, was  a  former  official  of  Cumber- 
land County;  that  he  was  constable; 
that  he  was  a  land-owner;  that  he  had 
engaged  in  litigation;  that  records 
filed  in  the  county  archives  bear  out 


the  claim  that  Abraham  Lincoln  first 
saw  the  light  of  day  in  the  hills  and 
valleys  of  Cumberland  County. 

"Backing  up  the  challenge,  citizens 
of  Burkesville  have  had  a  sign  erected 
in  court  square  of  that  city  bearing 
this  fact:  'Where  was  Lincoln  born? — 
When  was  he  born?  Thomas  Lincoln 
was  an  official  of  this  county  in  1802- 
04.  He  took  up  a  98-acre  tract  of  land 
here  in  1804,  and  then  another  200- 
acre  tract  in  1815.  See  records  in  the 
clerk's  office.' " 

Here  we  have  the  confusion  of  the 
Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  Presi- 
dent, who  undoubtedly  did  make  the 
early  land  entry,  with  Thomas  the  son 
of  Hananiah,  who  was  probably  the 
Thomas  Lincoln  who  acquired  land  in 
Cumberland  County  in  1815.  In  1802 
the  son  of  Hananiah  could  not  have 
been  more  than  twelve  years  old  and 
hardly  eligible  to  be  appointed  con- 
stable, but  thirteen  years  later  in  1815, 
he  was  twenty-five  and  undoubtedly  a 
property  holder  as  indicated  in  the 
deed  books  of  Cumberland  County. 

We  are  not  exactly  certain  just  how 
many  children  Hananiah  had  by  his 
first  wife  and  we  do  not  know  that  he 
had  any  children  by  his  second  wife. 
There  seems  to  have  been  at  least 
four  sons  and  two  daughters  born  to 
Hananiah  and  Sarah  Jeffries,  al- 
though it  is  impossible  to  arrange 
them  in  the  order  of  their  ages  with 
the  possible  exception  of  Moses,  who 
was  the  first  born  and  Lucy,  who 
was  the  youngest  child.  The  names 
of  their  children,  now  available,  are 
Moses,  Thomas,  Austin,  Davis,  Sarah 
and  Lucy.  Possibly  there  was  another 
child  by  the  name  of  John,  but  his 
identity  has  not  been  fully  established 
as  one  of  Hananiah's  sons. 
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Moses  Jeffries  Lincoln 

The  son  of  Hananiah,  Moses  Jeff- 
ries Lincoln,  was  born  in  Washington 
County,  Kentucky,  on  December  22, 
1787.  When  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
he  moved  to  Preble  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  married  Elizabeth  Craw- 
ford, daughter  of  James  and  Martha 
Crawford,  who  lived  at  Eaton,  Ohio. 
Thirty-five  years  later  in  1831  he 
moved  his  family  to  Warren  County, 
Indiana,  where  he  died  on  September 
19,  1866.  His  wife  died  January  24, 
1866.  Moses  and  his  wife  are  buried 
in  the  West  Lebanon  Cemetery.  Tra- 


dition claims  that  Abraham  Lincoln 
once  visited  these  kinsmen  who  lived 
just  a  short  distance  from  the  Illinois 
State  line  and  but  a  few  miles  from 
Danville  where  Lincoln  was  often  in 
court  while  traveling  the  circuit. 

The  1830  census  shows  Moses  Lin- 
coln and  family  to  have  been  living 
in  Warren  County,  Indiana,  at  that 
time.  The  ages  of  the  members  of  the 
family  are  noted  as  follows :  two  boys 
under  five,  two  boys  between  five  and 
ten,  one  man  between  forty  and  fifty, 
one  girl  between  five  and  ten,  one  girl 
between  ten  and  fifteen  and  one 
woman  between  thirty  and  forty. 

The  children  of  Moses  and  Eliza- 
beth Lincoln  are  here  given  in  the 
order  of  their  birth  with  the  birth 
dates:  Sarah  Jane,  June  23,  1817; 
John  Crawford,  Nov.  20,  1819;  James 
Harvey,  Feb.  12,  1823;  Martha  Ellen, 
Feb.  27,  1825;  William  Washington, 
Sept.  10,  1827;  David  Shankland, 
Feb.  7,  1829;  Mary  Ann,  Feb.  10, 
1831;  Lucinda  Caroline,  Feb.  27, 
1833;  Elizabeth  Ruth,  Mar.  2,  1835. 

John  married  Caroline  Purviance, 
daughter  of  Azar  Purviance  and  later 
moved  to  Lawrenceburg,  Tennessee. 
He  died  at  Lawrenceburg  and  is  buried 
there.  There  is  said  to  have  been  a 
striking  resemblance  between  John 
Lincoln  and  President  Lincoln.  One 
of  John's  sons,  Frank  Lincoln,  mar- 
ried Addie  Sweaney  and  they  also  re- 
sided at  Lawrenceburg,  Tennessee. 

It  will  be  observed  that  James 
Harvey  Lincoln  was  born  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  1823,  President  Lincoln's 
fourteenth  birthday.  He  married 
Elizabeth  James  on  December  9, 
1847.  James  died  on  July  26,  1904. 
There  were  three  children  born  to 
James  and  Elizabeth  Lincoln:  Zach- 
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ary  Taylor  Lincoln,  who  married  Mil- 
dred Florence  Cloyd,  James  Wallace 
Lincoln,  who  married  Ollie  Ammer- 
man,  and  a  daughter,  Ella  May  Lin- 
coln. 

Mrs.  Clara  Crawford  Smith  of  Wil- 
liamsport,  Indiana,  has  done  con- 
siderable research  work  on  this 
branch  of  the  family,  several  of  the 
descendants  still  remaining  in  War- 
ren County,  Indiana.  She  was  one  of 
the  committee  which  planned  the 
placing  of  a  marker  at  State  Line,  In- 
diana, at  the  point  where  her  kins- 
man, Abraham  Lincoln,  made  a 
speech  in  1861  on  his  way  to  be  in- 
augurated President. 

Thomas  Lincoln 
Thomas  Lincoln,  son  of  Hananiah 
Lincoln,  married  a  Miss  Gee,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Jesse  Gee,  a  neighbor  of  Han- 
aniah Lincoln  in  Cumberland  County. 
Thomas  migrated  with  his  brother, 
Moses,  to  Preble  County,  Ohio,  about 
1816  and  here  he  and  his  wife  raised 
a  large  family.  There  were  six  sons 
and  three  daughters  born  to  them: 
John,  Thomas,  James,  Moses,  Jesse, 
Ananias,  Sarah,  Susie,  and  Martha. 
There  are  several  members  of  this 
family  who  still  remain  in  Ohio.  Mrs. 
A.  A.  Brewer  of  Connersville,  In- 
diana, although  a  descendant  of 
Moses  Lincoln  collected  some  avail- 
able information  about  the  Thomas 
Lincoln  family. 

Austin  Lincoln 
On  April  6,  1860,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln replied  to  a  letter  written  by 
Richard  V.  B.  Lincoln  and  in  the  con- 
cluding paragraph  stated,  "I  remem- 
ber long  ago  seeing  Austin  Lincoln 
and  Davis  Lincoln,  said  to  be  sons  of 
Hananiah  Lincoln,  who  was  said  to 


have  been  a  cousin  of  my  grand- 
father." The  President  was  correct  in 
these  relationships. 

We  are  now  quite  sure  that  Austin 
Lincoln  was  responsible  more  or  less 
for  Thomas  Lincoln's  settling  where 
he  did  in  Indiana.  The  father  of  the 
President  took  up  his  abode  not  far 
from  where  Austin  Lincoln  was  living 
at  the  time  Thomas  migrated  from 
Kentucky  into  the  Hoosier  state.  In- 
asmuch as  Thomas  and  Austin  had 
been  friends  for  many  years  and  for 
a  time  lived  under  the  same  roof,  it 
is  not  strange  that  he  would  choose  a 
homesite  not  far  from  his  Lincoln 
cousins.  Austin  Lincoln  moved  to 
Perry  County,  Indiana,  some  time 
previous  to  June  1815,  as  he  was 
serving  on  a  Spencer  County  jury 
during  that  month.  This  was  more 
than  a  year  and  a  half  before  Thomas 
Lincoln's  family  arrived. 

Austin  Lincoln  was  married  about 
1806  or  1807  but  we  do  not  know 
the  name  of  his  first  wife.  He  is 
thought  to  have  had  three  children 
by  this  marriage,  two  sons — David 
and  Jesse,  also  a  daughter,  Lucinda. 
Upon  the  death  of  his  first  wife  some 
time  before  1818  he  married  as  his 
second  wife,  Levitia  Conner.  Austin 
Lincoln  died  about  1825  or  1826 
whereupon  his  wife  Levitia  married 
James  Hargrave  on  June  21,  1828. 
Two  children  were  born  to  Austin 
and  Levitia  Lincoln,  James  born  Jan- 
uary 26,  1821,  and  Henry,  date  of 
birth  unknown.  These  two  sons  of 
Austin,  James  and  Henry,  moved  to 
Warwick  County,  Indiana  and  estab- 
lished a  tannery  there.  Their  half 
sister,  Lucinda  Lincoln,  married  John 
Montgomery  in  Warwick  County  on 
August  25,  1835.  James  married  Ema- 
line  King  in  1846. 
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About  1851  James  and  his  family 
moved  to  Illinois  and  five  years  later 
migrated  to  Missouri.  In  1866  he  es- 
tablished his  home  in  Texas  where  he 
died  July  3,  1893.  There  are  many 
descendants  of  Austin  Lincoln  in 
Texas  and  H.  N.  Lincoln  at  Dallas,  a 
grandson  of  Austin  Lincoln,  has  col- 
lected some  notations  about  the  fam- 
ily. 

Davis  Lincoln 

It  is  not  known  just  when  Davis 
Lincoln  moved  to  Spencer  County, 
Indiana,  but  he  must  have  been  there 
shortly  after  the  Lincolns  arrived,  as 
he  is  found  entering  land  in  1821  in 
Spencer  County.  In  1823  he  was  serv- 
ing as  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
county  and  apparently  was  a  man  of 
some  influence.  He  had  married  Abi- 
gail Campbell  before  leaving  Tennes- 
see for  Indiana  and  although  we  do 
not  have  positive  evidence  about  the 
number  of  children  in  his  family, 
the  records  of  Spencer  County  would 
imply  that  they  were  Hananiah,  Aus- 
tin, Robert  J.,  Ellender,  Nancy,  Sarah, 
Armarintha  and  Lucy. 

Hananiah,  the  son  of  Davis,  mar- 
ried Adelia  Sanders  on  December  27, 
1834.  Austin,  another  son,  married 
Catherine  McGuffey  December  23, 
1837  and  died  not  far  from  Troy,  In- 
diana. Robert  J.  married  Christina 
Williams  on  November  26,  1836. 
Ellender  married  Jesse  McGuffey  on 
December  19,  1830.  Nancy  Lincoln 
married  Josiah  Bunn  on  February  15, 
1827.  Sarah  who  was  born  May  12, 
1820,  married  Frances  Armstrong  on 
November  18,  1839,  and  moved  to 
Jackson  County,  Tennessee,  and  lived 
there  from  1847  to  1863. 

Davis  Lincoln  was  said  to  have 
died  at  Natchez,  Louisiana,  near  New 


Orleans  in  a  cholera  epidemic.  Sev- 
eral of  his  descendants  are  still 
living  in  the  proximity  of  the  mill  on 
Anderson  River,  which  was  operated 
by  him  and  later  by  his  son,  Austin, 
Jr. 

It  seems  that  nearly  every  Lincoln 
story,  from  the  time  the  grandfather 
of  the  President  was  massacred  by  the 
Indians,  until  the  President  himself 
died  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin,  in- 
cludes a  tragedy.  This  story  of  the 
Hananiah  Lincoln  family  is  no  excep- 
tion. The  two  youngest  daughters, 
Armarintha  or  Martha,  and  Lucy,  have 
evidently  been  confused  by  members 
of  the  Hananiah  Lincoln  family  as 
they  have  set  down  certain  traditions 
about  these  two  girls,  so  we  are  not 
able  to  learn  just  which  one  was  held 
indirectly  responsible  for  the  reputed 
haunting  of  the  old  Lincoln  mill.  It 
appears  to  have  been  Armarintha. 
Some  members  of  the  family  claim 
that  Lucy  was  not  married  in  1847 
when  she  moved  to  Kentucky,  but  a 
Warrick  County  marriage  record  re- 
veals that  a  Lucinda  Lincoln  married 
John  Montgomery  on  August  25, 
1835,  and,  in  1840,  a  Lucy  Mills  who 
had  undoubtedly  been  a  Lucy  Lincoln 
signed  her  name  to  a  deed.  There 
is  a  possibility  that  Lucy  Lincoln 
may  have  been  married  twice  before 
1847. 

Armarintha  was  in  love  with  a 
young  man  by  the  name  of  Wilson. 
His  attentions  were  not  looked  upon 
with  pleasure  by  Austin  Lincoln,  Jr., 
a  brother  with  whom  the  girl  was  then 
living.  Wilson  continued  to  keep  com- 
pany with  her,  however.  One  day  he 
visited  the  Lincoln  Mill  with  the  in- 
tention of  making  a  further  appeal  for 
the  hand  of  Armarintha,  to  whom  he 
had  become  engaged,  when  a  fierce 
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struggle  occurred  between  the  mill 
owner  and  his  sister's  suitor.  That  eve- 
ning the  dead  body  of  Austin  Lincoln, 
Jr.,  was  found  on  the  stairs  leading  to 
the  second  story  of  the  mill.  Wilson 
fled  the  country  taking  a  boat  down 
the  Ohio  and  Armarintha  is  said  to 
have  disappeared  at  some  later  date. 
The  presumption  is  that  she  met  Wil- 
son and  that  they  were  married.  Of 
one  fact  we  are  certain  that  on  De- 
cember 5,  1840,  Armarintha  was  still 
single  as  she  was  a  party  to  a  sale  of 
some  land  in  Spencer  County  which 
she  had  evidently  inherited. 

Hananiah  Lincoln,  who  was  named 
for  his  grandfather,  the  pioneer,  was 
probably  the  oldest  son  of  Davis  Lin- 
coln. His  name  is  often  found  on  Per- 
ry County  records.  The  vital  statistics 
of  Indiana  reveal  that  he  was  born  in 
1811  and  died  in  March  1860  of  win- 
ter fever,  after  an  illness  of  eight 
days.  Hananiah  and  Adelia  Lincoln 
had  eight  children:  Davis,  John  A., 
Thomas,  Frances,  Charity,  Miranda, 
Addison,  and  Jane. 

E.  S.  Lincoln,  a  son  of  Thomas 
(born  1832,  died  1906)  at  one  time 
edited  The  Cannelton  Enquirer  at 
Cannelton,  Perry  County,  Indiana, 
but  now  lives  in  South  Bend. 

Sarah  Lincoln 

Sarah  Lincoln,  daughter  of  Han- 
aniah, married  George  Peterman  and 
there  were  three  children  born  of  this 
marriage:  Martha,  Melinda  and  Re- 
becca. Martha  married  Riley  J.  Up- 
ton, Melinda  married  Joel  Brown  and 
Rebecca  married  James  B.  McMillen. 
Descendants  of  these  children  are  to 
be  found  in  Cumberland  County, 
Kentucky  and  Clay  County,  Tennes- 
see. Miss  Jennie  Armstrong,  of 
Thompkinsville,  Kentucky,  a  descend- 


ant of  Austin  Lincoln,  has  gathered 
some  information  about  the  descend- 
ants of  Sarah  Lincoln  Peterman. 

Lucy  Lincoln 

Descendants  of  the  other  children 
seem  to  have  known  little  about  this 
daughter  of  Hananiah,  but  inasmuch 
as  she  must  have  been  an  infant  when 
her  mother  died,  it  is  possible  she  was 
taken  into  the  home  of  some  of  the 
Jeffries  family.  She  was  born  April 
27, 1799  and  married  Johnathan  Hills 
in  Hardin  County  on  October  4, 1817. 

Jonathan  and  Lucy  Lincoln  Hills 
named  their  first  son,  William  Jeff- 
ries, apparently  after  his  mother's 
surname  Jeffries.  The  first  daughter 
was  named  Sarah,  after  her  mother's 
given  name.  This  should  be  fairly  good 
proof  that  Lucy  was  the  daughter  of 
Sarah  Jeffries  Lincoln.  The  names  of 
the  other  children  were  John,  Mar- 
garet, Lena,  James,  Charles,  Eliza- 
beth, Mary  Priscilla,  Malvina,  Eliza 
Rebecca,  Lucy  Jane  and  Martha. 

The  editor  of  the  Kinsman  was  well 
acquainted  with  Lucy  Jane  (Lincoln) 
Lasley,  whose  daughter  Eliza  Lasley, 
then  living  at  Elizabethtown,  where 
her  mother  died,  made  available  the 
names  of  Lucy's  children  from  the 
family  records.

Dear  Dr.  Warren: 

Upon  reading  the  Lincoln  family  genealogy  in  March  1,  No.  986,  I  was 
reminded  that  a  couple  of  months  ago  I  dug  into  my  notes  on  Thomas  Lincoln,  brother 
of  President  Lincoln's  grandfather,  and  tried  to  find  the  exact  location  of  hi3  house. 
I  phoned  two  or  three  times  to  Garrett  Watts  (94  years  old  this  month),  who  owns  the 
bulk  of  the  Thomas  Lincoln  farm  but  knew  of  no  house  that  stood  on  it  before  the  one 
he  occupies,  built  about  75  years  ago. 

After  carefully  platting  Thomas  Lincoln' s  farm  and  consulting  the  1861  and 
1877  maps  of  Fayette  County,  I  discovered  that  the  house  was  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road — on  the  west  side  of  the  Harrodsburg  Pike.    There  was  a  log  house  close  to  tte 
road — this  was  razed  about  25  years  ago — which  I  calculated  was  Lincoln's  tavern  (I 
wrote  you  about  his  tavern  license).    Back  of  it  a  little  distance  is  an  old  two- 
story  Brick  house,  which  I  think  was  his  residence.    A  friend  drove  me  out  there  to 
see  the  old  brick,  looking  from  the  driveway  at  the  side  of  the  new  house  that  stands 
where  the  old  log  was.    I  am  still  confined  at  home  recovering — now  more  than  2jr  years-- 
from  that  breakdown  and  did  not  try  to  hike  over  to  see  the  brick  house. 

Thomas  Lincoln' 3  spring  was/is  on  the  back  part  of  Garrett  Watts'  farm.  It 
was  marked  on  Col.  John  Campbell's  1790  survey  of  the  Maj.  EdwaW"f  ilitary  Grant,  which 
adjoined  the  Lincoln  farm,  showing  the  spring  and  spring  branch  running  into  Hawkins' 
Run,  a  branch  of  South  Elkhorn.    It  was  here  obviously  that  Lincoln  had  his  distillery 
(the  distillery  pictured  by  Townsend,  as  I  wrote  you,  was  that  of  Higbee,  a  mile  south 
of  the  Lincoln  farm).    The  Lincoln  farm  was  located  on  the  "Mary  Frazer  Military  Survey." 

Do  you  know  the  identity  of  "Hananiah  Lincoln,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
County  of  Fayette,"  who  sold  50  acres  "on  Hickman  Creek"  July  17,  1795,  to  John  Hunter 
for  100  Pounds?    I  found  this  in  the  Burnt  Records,  and  in  following  up  Hunter  it  ap- 
peared to  be  in  (later)  Jessamine  County,  on  Marble  Creek,  a  few  miles  from  where  Col. 
Daniel  Boone  resided  after  he  left  Boone's  Station  (in  1783)  until  he  left  Fayette  Co. 
I  found  no  other  record,  as  I  recall  it,  of  Hananiah  Lincoln.

My  wife  is  a  Lincoln.  There  is  a  tradition  in  the  family 
that  her  father's  great-great-great  grandfather  was  a  half 
brother  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  President. 

I  am  enclosing  the  last  four  generations  of  the  Lincoln 
family  of  the  President  as  given  in.  the  Ancestry  of  Abraham 
Lincoln        gQg&n  by  Lea  &  Hutchinson,  Houghton  Mifflin,  1909., 
and  the  geneology  of  my  wife's  folks  as  far  back  as  I  am  able 

to  learn  from  any  living  members. 

This  branch  of  the  Lincoln  family  settled  in  Preble  County, 
Ohio,  at  a  date  unknown  to  me.  However  it  is  known  that 
Annias  (this  may  be  Hananiah)  Lincoln  lived  and  married  a 
Lane  in  Preble  County  and.  both  died  there.  No  one  living 
appears  to  know  who  was  the  father  of  Annias  Lincoln,  al- 
though one  of  his  sons,  Edward,  was  living  in  Preble  County 
as  late  as  1946. 

Mrs.  Mary  Mint on  Lincoln,  my  mother-in-law,  is  with  as  at 
the  present  time  and  has  given  me  her  recollections  and  impre- 
ssions of  the  Lincoln  family  as  she  knew  them.  They  were  a 
very  reticient  people   (this  I  can  verify  from  my  observations 
of  my  brother-in-laws  and  my  three  sons  who  are  so  reticient 
that  they  will  not  allow  their  left  hands  to  know  what  their 
right  hands  are  doing).  They  have  a  peculiar  reluctance  to 
admitting  that  they  are  in  any  way  related  to  Abraham  the 
President;  in  Philadelphia  this  summer  my  brother-in-law, 
Hugh  Lincoln,  had  occassion  to  give  his  mother  strict  in- 
structions to  not  admit  any  relation  to  the  President.  As  is 
reported  elsewhere  of  these  LjJ.n.colns,  no  Preble  County 
Lincoln  ever  came  forward  and  admitted,  any  kinship  with  the 
President  during  his  administration;  in  fact  the  tradition 
is  that  he  was  resented  and.  disliked.  He  was  a  Southerner 
(and  on  that  ground  alone  he  could  have  been  disliked  in 
Preble  County;  being  a  Kentuckian  from  Pulaski  County  I  myself 
learned  this  the  hard  way  when  I  was  taking  professional 
studies  there  in  1915-17),  and  as  a  Southerner  he  came  North, 
and  he  freed  the  slaves.   (I  am  not  thoroughly  able  to  analyze 
this  attitude  in  a  Preble  County  Lincoln^;  there  are  psycho- 
logical factors  that  are  not  widely  understood  these  days  -- — ■ 
these  L^ncolns  may  have  hated  the  fact  of  slavery,  which 
could  have  degraded  them  socially  and  forced  them  above  the 
Ohio  River,  they  may  have  hated  slave  owners,  and  they  may  have 
hated  slaves  even  more,  the  slave  being  a  symbol  of  their

own  down-graded  social  status  In  Kentucky;  in  regard  to 
slaves  -  not  to  slavery  -  the  Presidents  total  actions 
and  words  on  the  subject  would  seem  to  bear  this  out,  he 
was  undoubtedly  no  lover  of  ^Tegros,  In  my  section  of  Ken- 
tucky as  late  as  1905  there  were  people  to  whom  the  greatest 
and  most  deadly  insult  you  could  offer  them  would    be  to  call 

them  gentlemen    they  remembered  only  too  well  that  too 

many  hill  men  had  been  forced  off  the  pikes  of  the  Blue  Grass 
by  the  high  and  mighty  slave  owners  there. 

Another  thing  in  the  resentment  of  these  Preble  County  Lincolns 
against  the  President,  He  was  a  common,  man  like  themselves, 
they  thought,  but  he  married  a  Kentucky  aristocrat,  and  she 
never  allowed  him  to  forget  that  he  had,  and  the  relatives 
never  forgot  it,  either,  the  slur  reflecting  on  them  also, 
and  they  never  forgave  her,  or  him,  either* 

This  is  the  Lincoln  story  as  it  comes  down  through  this  branch 
of  the  family. 

Do  you  have  any  information  that  will  connect  Annias  Lincoln 
of  Preble  County,  Ohio,  with  Mordecai  or  Josiah  Lincoln, 
half  brothers  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  President? 
If  you  have  I  would  greatly  appreciate  having  it. 


P.  S.  I  may  have  too  many  greats  before  my  father-in-law's 
grandfather  who  was  a  half  brother  of  Thomas  Lincoln;  my 
wife  and  my  mother-in-law  only  state  the  relationship  as 
they  remember  it  from  the  older  people  whoa^re  gone.

I  have  your  letter  of  September  18  along  with  the  geneology 
that  you  have  worked  out  pertaining  to  the  family  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  your  own  family, 

I  feel  sure  that  you  will  have  quite  a  bit  of  difficulty  try- 
ing to  tie  together  one  Annias  Lincoln  and  Hananiah  Lincoln, 

In  reading  your  letter  I  note  that  you  refer  to  Thomas  Lincoln 
having  half-brothers  and  half-sisters.    I  do  not  recall  of  any 
one  ever  having  referred  to  Thomas  Lincoln's  half-brothers  or 
sisters.    While  it  is  not  known  whether  or  not  Bathsheba  Herring 
was  Abraham  Lincoln's  first  or  second  wife.    I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  most  geneologists  believe  that  the  family  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
was  through  Bathsheba  Herring  and  not  by  any  other  wife, 

I  have  not  made  a  detailed  study  of  Lincoln's  geneology  and  X  am 
not  familiar  with  the  Preble  County,  Ohio  Llnoolns. 

With  this  letter  I  am  sending  you  quite  a  number  of  bulletins 
pertaining  to  the  Lincoln  lineage  and  I  trust  that  you  will  find 
these  bulletins  of  interest.    Perhaps  they  will  give  you  some 
leads  which  you  can  further  pursue  in  tying  up  the  family  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  with  that  of  your  own  family, 

I  have  enjoyed  reading  your  letter  and  I  have  studied  the  geneolo- 
gical  chart  which  you  submitted.

This  is  the  information  I  promised  to  send  to  you  at 
time  we  talked  last  Saturday  evening  at  the  Pilgrimage 
dinner  -  trust  you  remember  about  it.    The  idea  I  had 
before  talking  with  you  was  to  write  to  the  Department  of 
Archives  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  an  attempt  to  find  the 
address  of  the  Thomas  Lincoln  who  bought  this  land  in 
Wabash  County, 

There  is  in  this  museum  a  small  ledger  (without  back) 
which  lists  the  taxables  of  Wabash  County,  Indiana  for  the 
year  18^-0.    It  is  a  dulpicate  copy  of  the  record  and  hand- 
written.   The  pages  are  not  numbered.    I  found  the  follow- 
ing recorded  in  this  book:

Mr.  James  Van  Bus kirk,  Cashier  of  the  Exchange  Bank  at 
Roann,  Indiana,    checked  Mr.  Yocum !s  abstract  for  the  land 
and  founcl  the  following  information  which  he  sent  to  me: 

"I  find  that  a  patent  for  this  land  was  issued  to  Thomas 
Lincoln  October  27,  1836.    It  is  recorded  on  Page  8  of 
Volumn  108  of  the  deed  records  in  the  office  of  the  Re- 
corder of  Wabash  County.    The  number  of  the  patent  cer- 
tificate is  1733,  dated  November  8,  183^-,  Recorded, 
Tract  Book,  page  1*+.    The  abstract  states  that  he  paid 
$200  for  the  160  acres ,  but  there  is  no  mention  of  his 
place  of  residence."

"Later  in  the  abstract  a  record  is  shown  of  the  sale 
of  this  land  to  Joseph  M.  Beckner.    This  is  merely 
a  copy  of  the  proceedings  which  you  were  reviewing 
in  the  Recorder's  Office." 

The  record  Mr.  Van  Buskirk  refers  to  in  the  above  para- 
graph is  a  record  which  states  that  the  above  described 
land  was  sold  at  the  steps  of  the  Wabash  County  Dourt 
House  for  taxes  in  l8h5,  and  that  Joseph  Beckner  record- 
ed the  deed  for  same  in  l8h7*    The  record  books  of  the 
abstractor  of  the  county,  Mr.  Bird,  show  that  the  land 
was  sold  for  taxes  in  18m-7» 

To  return  to  the  Van  Buskirk  letter: 

"In  the  quiet  title  proceedings,  mention  is  made  of 
the  deed  having  been  given  by  Thomas  Lincoln  and  wife, 
but  it  is  further  stated  that  the  deed  was  never  re- 
corded in  Wabash  County .Xhere  are  no  details  as  to 
the  name  of  his  wife." 

In  the  portation  of  the  abstract  that  deals  with 
the  effort  to  quiet  title  there  was  mefttion  of  two  deeds 
which  could  not  be  found.    One  was  a  deed  of  Thomas 
Lincoln  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Pottenger.    The  other  was 
a  deed  of  Beckner  to  this  same  Bottenger.    They  were  not 
recorded  here  and  the  supposition  is  that  they  were  lost 
causing  all  this  trouble  in  trying  to  quiet  the  title  at 
a  much  later  date. 

There  were  other  Lincolns  who  came  to  Indiana,  as  you 
told  us  the  other  night.    The  name  Thomas  Lincoln  turning 
up  in  the  records  in  Wabash  County  may  be  a  coincidence, 
but  it  does  seem  to  me  very  much  worthwhile  to  find  out 
how  the  matter  stands  if  possible.    If  the  Tract  Book  for 
Michigan  Road  land  gives  the  name  and  address  of  the  man 
who  purchased    the  land  covered  by  the  patent  certificate 
No.  1733  the  question  would  be  answered.

PPRQXIMATELY  FORTY  YEARS  AGO  some  Lincoln 
^  records  were  discovered  in  the  Cumberland  County,  Ken- 
tucky, courthouse  that  convinced  some  local  historians  that 
President  Abraham  Lincoln  could  have  been  born  in  southern 
Kentucky.  The  publication  of  this  belief  brought  violent  dis- 
agreement from  historians  in  other  sections  of  the  state.  As 
a  result,  wide  publicity  was  given  to  statements  on  both  sides 
of  the  controversy  for  a  few  months.  The  destruction  of  the 
Cumberland  County  courthouse  in  1933  destroyed  many  rec- 
ox-ds  and  ended  the  controversy.  The  belief  that  President 
Lincoln  v/as  born  here  is  probably  unfounded;  but  on  the 
basis  of  existing  records,  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  Presi- 
dent, owned  land  and  evidently  lived  in  Cumberland  part  of 
the  time  from  1798  to  1805.  Also  on  the  basis  of  records  the 
Lincoln  family  does  not  seem  to  have  desei-ved  the  poverty- 
stricken  status  often  ascribed  to  it. 1 

William  E.  Barton  and  Dr.  Louis  A.  Wan-en,  two  very 
noted  authors  of  publications  on  the  Lincoln  family,  were 
aware  of  the  Cumberland  County  records.  Dr.  Barton  came 
to  Burkesville  to  examine  the  documents.  He  stated  that  the 
signatures  of  Thomas  Lincoln  on  our  two  signed  Bonds  were 
identical  with  other  known  signatures  of  the  father  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

i  am  fortunate  that  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  study 
Cumberland  County  records  over  a  long  period  of  time.  My 
father  was  an  avid  student  of  local  history  and  I  heard  the 
subject  discussed  as  a  child.  Our  home  was  only  two  doors 
from  the  Public  Square,  so  we  were  among  the  first  to  be  at 
the  fire  the  night  that  the  Cumberland  County  courthouse 
burned.   It  was  my  father's  hands  that  passed  to  me  the

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signed  Lincoln  Bonds  with  other  county  records  from  the 
burning  building.  We  stored  these  and  other  county  records 
in  our  family  drugstore  until  temporary  offices  could  be  set  up. 
In  more  recent  years  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  studying  all 
the  older  records  in  detail.  My  daughter  and  I  have  abstracted 
and  indexed  all  the  known  Cumberland  County  records  for 
the  period  1799  through  the  Civil  War.  I  am  not  an  authority 
on  the  Lincoln  family,  but  feel  that  this  background  should 
give  some  weight  to  my  opinions  on  Cumberland  County 
records. 

The  Kentucky  pioneers  of  the  Lincoln  family  were 
Abraham,  the  grandfather  of  the  President,  "-and  Hananiah, 
who  later  became  the  first  sheriff  of  Cumberland  County. 
These  two  men  were  first  cousins  and  came  to  the  area  that 
later  became  Kentucky  about  1782.  Historians  have  always 
stressed  the  bleak  poverty  of  the  Lincoln  family  in  Kentucky. 
Actually,  the  unbiased  records  indicate  that  they  were  no 
poorer  than  the  great  majority  of  the  pioneers  of  their  time. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  when  the  Lincolns  arrived  in  Ken- 
tucky most  of  the  state  was  uncharted  wilderness.  James 
Harrod,  with  the  first  small  group  of  pioneers  had  established 
the  first  settlement  in  Kentucky  only  eight  years  before  this 
time.  Log  cabins  were  the  order  of  the  day.  Certainly,  where 
the  Lincolns  first  settled,  few  could  boast  of  better  housing. 

In  1783,  a  year  after  he  arrived,  Hananiah  Lincoln  had 
received  12,000  acres  in  land  grants  in  Jefferson  and  Fayette 
counties,2  which  counties  then  included  more  than  half  of 
the  state.  This  positive  evidence  of  substantial  means  is 
certainly  the  opposite  of  poverty.  Present-day  historians  lean 
to  the  theory  that  much  of  this  monev  actually  came  from 
a  loan  from  his  cousin  Abraham,  who  had  sold  his  Virginia 
farm  before  coming  to  Kentucky.3  There  is  evidence  that 
there  was  a  close  association  between  Abraham  and  Hananiah 
Lincoln.  Hananiah  served  as  a  chain  carrier  for  the  surveyor 
on  the  marking  of  Abraham's  Long  Run  farm  in  Jefferson

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County  7  May  1785.  He  was  probably  living  at  Hughes  Station 
when  this  cousin,  Abraham  Lincoln,  was  massacred  by  Indians 
in  May,  1786.  Later  this  same  year  he  had  removed  to  Nelson 
County  and  had  taken  up  land  there.  The  following  year  he 
married  Sarah  Jane  Jeffries  in  that  county. 

Shortly  after  this  some  citizens  in  Bardstown  were  inter- 
ested in  the  formation  of  a  settlement  at  Hartford  and  Hana- 
niah  bought  some  lots  and  moved  there  in  1792.4  I  am  con- 
stantlv  amazed  in  my  research  of  Kentucky  pioneers  the  way 
they  constantly  moved  from  one  place  tp  another.  Hananiah. 
Lincoln  was  not  an  exception  as  he  stayed  in  Hartford  only 
about  two  years  and  then  moved  to  Elizabethtown  in  late  1794 
or  early  1795.  Tax  lists  show  that  at  this  time  he  owned  1,000 
acres  on  Licking  River  in  Mason  County;  1,450  acres  on  the 
Kentucky  River  in  Bourbon  County;  1,000  acres  on  Beech 
Fork  in  Nelson  County;  50  acres  on  Hickman  Creek  in  Fayette 
County;  and  500  acres  in  Hardin  County.5  j 

He  evidently  sold  most  of  his  land  in!  1797  as  the  tax  lists 
fot  Hardin  County  list  1,512/2;  acres  on  [the  Kentucky  River 
and  four  horses.  There  is  good  evidence  that  Thomas  Lincoln, 
father  of  the  President,  was  living  with  Hananiah  at  this  time 
and  accompanied  him  on  Ins  next  migration.6  This  was  to 
occur  the  following  year. 

Some  historians  have  described  the  Lincolns  as  shiftless. 
The  recorded  evidence  refutes  this.  The  early  death  of  the 
pioneer  Abraham  left  little  opportunity  for  him  to  prove  him- 
self, but  the  records  of  Hananiah  indicate  that  he  had  the 
"know-how"  in  a  new  land.  When  a  new  county  was  estab- 
lished it  offered  new  opportunities,  and  the  most  enterprising 
pioneer  men  rushed  there  to  compete  for  these  newer  oppor- 
tunities. 

On  31  August  1798  Hananiah  Lincoln  received  a  Green 
County  certificate  for  200  acres  of  land  on  Marshes  Creek,  now 
known  as  Meshack  Creek.7  Five  days  later  Thomas  Lincoln 
received  a  certificate  for  100  acres  on  the  same  creek.8  If  his

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birth  date  is  listed  correctly,  he  would  have  lacked  four  months 
and  one  day  being  twenty-one  years  old  on  this  date.  Vacant 
land  on  the  south  side  of  Green  River  in  Kentucky  was  avail- 
able to  free  male  persons  above  the  age  of  eighteen  years  who 
actually  settled  themselves  on  the  land.9  There  is  much  evi- 
dence that  Thomas  continued  to  live  with  Hananiah  much  of 
the  time  until  his  marriage  in  1806. 

At  the  first  day's  session  of  the  first  Cumberland  County 
Court  held  in  said  county  on  Tuesday,  the  second  day  of  July, 
1799,  Hananiah  Lincoln  procured  a  commission  from  Gov. 
James  Garrard  and  was  appointed  sheriff  of  Cumberland  Coun- 
ty. Cumberland  County  Court  Book  "A"  recorded  this,  and 
this  is  another  indication  of  the  civic  and  political  prestige  of 
the  pioneer  Lincoln  family  as  the  job  of  sheriff  was  a  coveted 
one. 

After  becoming  sheriff  in  1799,  Hananiah  attempted  to 
take  up  land  on  Renox  (Renicks)  Creek,  which  was  near 
Burkes ville,  the  county  seat,  but  this  land  had  a  prior  claim 
and  the  following  year  he  took  up  more  land  on  Meshack 
Creek.  A  number  of  records  on  Hananiah  during  his  term  as 
the  first  sheriff  survived  the  Burkesville  courthouse  fire.  After 
this  term,  his  descen  dents  state  that  he  made  a  trip  to  Missouri 
with  Daniel  Boone.  He  did  not  like  it  there  and  returned  to 
the  Cumberland  area  to  live  in  Jackson  County,  Tennessee, 
in  the  Tinsley  Bottom  area  of  that  county,  quite  near  his  old 
home  on  Meshack  Creek.10  It  should  be  remembered  that  there 
was  a  close  association  between  the  Boone  and  Lincoln  fam- 
ilies.11 Historians  list  several  intermarriages  between  the  two 
families. 

Hananiah  Lincoln's  first  wife  evidently  died  soon  after 
they  moved  to  Cumberland  County,  as  our  records  show  that 
he  married  Lucy  Wilson  14  February  1801. 12  Descendents 
of  Hananiah  Lincoln  state  that  he  and  Lucy  Lincoln  are  buried 
in  Tinsley  Bottom  in  Tennessee.  The  known  children  of  Hana-

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niah  by  liis  first  wife  are  Moses  Jeffries  Lincoln,  Thomas  Lin- 
coln, Austin  Lincoln,  Davis  Lincoln,  Sarah  Lincoln  Peterman, 
and  Lucy  Lincoln  Hills.13  It  is  thought  that  Austin  Lincoln 
was  responsible  for  Thomas,  the  father  of  the  President,  settling 
where  he  did  in  Indiana.14  Inasmuch  as  Thomas  and  Austin 
had  been  friends  for  many  years  and  for  a  time  lived  under 
the  same  roof,  it  is  not  strange  that  he  would  choose  a  home- 
site  not  far  from  his  Lincoln  cousins. 

The  association  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  Presi- 
dent, with  Kananiah  Lincoln  and  the  fact  that  Hananiah  had 
a  son  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  has  caused  confusion 
as  to  the  relationship  of  these  two  men.  The  fact  that  they 
both  lived  in  Cumberland  Comity  for  a  period  has  added  to 
the  confusion.  Thomas,  the  son  of  Hananiah,  would  have  been 
much  too  young  to  take  up  land  in  1798  or  to  hold  office  in 
1802  and  1804. 

Let  us  study  the  chronology  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of 
the  President,  from  1801  through  1805.  One  fact  we  have  to 
accept  is  that  he  had  two  homes,  one  with  Hananiah  in 
Cumberland  County  and  another  with  his  kin  in  either  Wash- 
ington or  Hardin  County.    ,  | 

The  federal  census  of  18Q0  was  destroyed  in  Washington 
by  the  British  in  the  War  of  1812,  or  the  clerks  in  Kentucky 
failed  to  send  it  in  as  there  i$  no  federal  Census  of  1800  for 
Kentucky.  All  the  Tax  Lists  for  Cumberland  County  North  of 
the  Cumberland  River  are  missing  prior  to  1833.  and  the  Lin- 
colns  lived  North  of  the  River.  I  have  been  unable  to  locate 
any  store  account  ledgers  for  this  period.  Tins  limits  the  records 
in  Cumberland  County  that  would  mention  the  Lincolns  to 
court  and  land  records. 

In  1801,  Washington  County,  Kentucky,  records  place  him 
in  that  county  on  August  5,  August  16  and  October  23.  The 
Cumberland  County  Court  granted  him  200  acres  of  land  at 
the  June  (1801)  term  of  Coiirt.  In  the  following  September  he 
was  appointed  Ensign  of  the  46th  Regt.,  which  was  the  Cum- 
berland County  Milita.15  On1  November  28th,  he  paid  a  fee  on

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his  Cumberland  County  land. 

In  1802,  he  was  listed  in  the  Washington  County  tax  lists 
and  on  January  2  of  this  year  he  was  appointed  constable  in 
Cumberland  County.  He  posted  a  bond  for  this  position,  and 
the  noted  Lincoln  author,  William  E.  Barton,  stated  that  it  was 
written  by  the  same  hand  that  signed  the  Washington  County 
document  the  previous  year.16 

All  of  the  records  that  have  survived  for  1803  are  from 
Hardin  County  where  the  Lineolns  had  moved  after  leaving 
Washington  County. 

In  180-1,  score  charge  records,  or  legal  records,  have  entries 
in  his  name  on  April  19,  April  20,  July  31,  August  8,  August  15, 
August  27,  September  6,  September  27,  October  8,  October  16, 
November  6  and  November  10  in  Hardin  County.17  On  August 
13,  the  Cumberland  County  Court  granted  him  200  acres  of 
land  and  appointed  him  constable  for  the  county.  He  again 
signed  a  bond  for  this  position. 

In  1805,  a  Hardin  County  store  has  many  entries  for 
Thomas  Lincoln.18  On  September  17,  he  was  appointed  Ensign 
of  the  Hardin  County  Militia  which  may  mean,  he  took  up 
residence  there  at  that  time.19  On  May  24  of  the  same  year  he 
had  entered  a  98-acre  tract  of  land  in  Cumberland,  and  at  the 
July  (1805)  term  of  Court  he  and  James  Colgan  had  signed 
a  bond  for  100  pounds  for  a  James  Black.20  In  October  of  this 
same  year  the  Cumberland  County  Court  served  notice  that 
James  Black  had  not  fulfilled  whatever  obligation  he  had,  and 
that  Lincoln  and  McColgan  (prior  record  stated  Colgan  but 
McCoh'an  is  correct)  were  liable  for  the  bond.21  This  could 
be  the& reason  that  Thomas  Lincoln  left  southern  Kentucky 
about  this  time  as  100  pounds  was  quite  a  bit  of  money,  and 
it  would  have  been  difficult  for  Lincoln  to  have  paid  his  part. 
As  these  court  records  were  destroyed  in  the  1933  Court  House 
fire  I  was  not  able  to  follow  this  case  to  completion.  James

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McColgan,  who  lived  on  Mud  Camp  Creek  arid  was  a  neighbor 
to  Lincoln,  made  the  statement  in  1813  that  Lincoln  had  as- 
signed him  his  200-acre  tract  of  land.22  This  would  indicate 
that  McColgan  paid  off  the  bond  and  Lincoln  gave  McColgan 
his  land  to  pay  his  part. 

In  1807  there  is  listed  a  survey  on  his  98-acre  tract  of  land 
in  Cumberland  County,23  and  there  is  a  payment  listed  for  the 
same  tract.2*  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  this  particular  tract 
as  land  transactions  were  often  not  recorded  during  this  period. 

The  Kirkpatricks  and  Lincolns  were  neighbors  and  there 
seemed  to  be  a  very  close  association  between  the  two  families. 
Moses  Kirkpatrick  signed  Hananiah  Lincoln's  1799  bond  and 
Thomas  Lincoln's  1802  bond.  A  number  of  very  old  documents 
were  found  in  the  Moses  Kirkpatrick  house  and  are  still  in  the 
possession  of  the  Kirkpatrick  family.  These  include  a  4  Novem- 
ber 1814  order  to  Moses  Kirkpatrick  to  pay  J.  R.  Underwood, 
a  Glasgow  lawyer,  $2.50.  This  is  receipted  on  the  back  by 
Underwood,  12  June  1816.  Tfhis  is  signed  by  Thomas  Lincoln, 
and  the  signature  is  quite  similar  to  other  Thomas  Lincoln 
signatures.  Thomas,  the  sonjof  Hananiah,  would  have  been  of 
legal  age  at  this  time,  so  thjjs  is  the  only  Thomas  Lincoln  sig- 
nature that  could  have  been  his. 

I  have  only  been  able  to  find  six  signatures  of  a  Thomas 
Lincoln  in  Kentucky.  These  signatures  are  all  quite  similar 
and  yet  all  a  little  different.  .They  cover  a  period  from  1801  to 
1814.  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a  signature  of  Thomas  Lin- 
coln after  1816  when  he  left  the  state  of  Kentucky. 

The  President  spoke  of  his  father  as  a  "wandering  labor- 
er." So  were  many  others  of  his  era  and  area.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  Thomas  Lincoln  lost  his  father  at  the  age  of 
eight,  a  severe  handicap  despite  the  help  of  his  kinsman, 
Hananiah.  It  is  also  logical  to  deduct  that  Thomas  "wandered" 
from  his  lands  in  Hardin  County  to  his  lands  in  Cumberland, 
working  where  work  was  ayailable  to  pay  the  state's  price  to 
hold  his  lands.  Part  of  the  state's  price  was  building  a  cabin  on 
these  lands  and  improving.

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Despite  all  the  evidence  that  Thomas  Lincoln  owned  land 
and  lived  in  Cumberland  County,  the  persistent  tradition  that 
President  Lincoln  was  born  there  is  illogical  for  two  reasons, 
both  based  on  the  only  known  recorded  evidence:  the  state- 
ment of  the  President  himself  and  the  census  records  of  1810. 
President  Lincoln  himself  stated  that  he  was  born^in  Hardin 
County.  The  1810  census,  taken  one  year  after  his  birth,  does 
not  list  a  single  Lincoln  living  in  Cumberland  County,  although 
it  does  list  most  of  Thomas  Lincoln's  known  neighbors:  Moses 
Kirkpatrick,  William  Kirkpatrick,  Ezekiel  Hoffman,  Jesse  Gee, 
James  Gee,  and  others.  Thomas  Lincoln  is  listed  in  the  Hardin 
County  census  for  1810.  This  indicates  that  he  considered 
Hardin  County  his  home.  Cumberland  County  can  be  content 
in  its  pride  that  its  proven  records  do  lift  the  status  of  the 
Lincoln  family  above  that  to  which  many  historians  have 
committed  it. 
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THAT  ELUSIVE  THIRTY  ACRES 

Quoting  Samuel  Haycraft,  Jr.  on  page  2k  of  his  book, 
THE  HISTORY  OP  ELIZABETH? OWN,   ",.o thirty  acres  of  land  was 
laid  out  by  Colonel  Andrew  Hynes  as  a  place  to  erect  the 
public  buildings...",  but  where  were  the  thirty  acres  located? 

In  Deed  Book  G,  page  k,  Hardin  County  Clerk's  Office,  is 
the  authority  on  which  Haycraft  based  his  above  statement. 

The  authority  reads,   "Whereas  the  County  Court  of  Hardin 
has  thought  proper  to  erect  the  public  buildings  for  said 
county  on  my  lands  in  Severns  Valley  in  consequence  thereof 
I  have  laid  off  thirty  acres  of  land  on  which  a  number  of 
lotts  under  the  following  restrictions  (viz.)    The  lotts  to 
be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.    The  Purchaser  is  to  give  bond 
and  security  for  the  purchase  money  payable  in  beef  cattle 
or  cash  price  within  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  sale  and 
also  to  build  a  house  sixteen  feet  by  eighteen  of  hewed  logs 
within  two  years  from  the  day  of  purchase,  if  not  the  lott 
or  lotts  to  be  forfeited  and  sold  again  to  the  highest  bidder 
and  the  money  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  town  by  me 
or  the  trustees  hereof  as  appointed  for  said  town.    In  con- 
sequence whereof  I  do  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  said 
purchasers  that  if  they  comply  with  the  above  terms  that  I 
will  give  each  person  a  general  warranty  to  each  lott  for 
its  contents.    In  witness  where  of,  I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  seal  this  22nd  day  of  April  1791*.

In  1835  Noah  English,  deputy  surveyor  of  Elizabethtown, 
drew  a  map  of  the  city  showing  all  of  its  lotts  and  its 
additions  to  date.

BETHLEHEM  ACADEMY  REJUVENATED 

Bethlehem  Academy,  one  of  the  oldest  Catholic  boarding 
schools  for  girls  in  Kentucky,  was  established  in  1830  in 
Hardin  County  about  seven  miles  northwest  of  Elizabethtown. 
After  flourishing  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  years, 
Bethlehem  closed  due  to  a  shortage  of  teachers  and  a  preference 
for  co-educational  schools  on  the  part  of  the  students.  The 
buildings  and  the  seven  hundred  acre  farm  on  which  the  school 
was  situated  were  sold  in  1959.    For  years,  empty  and  neglected, 
the  buildings  deteriorated  and  in  1978  the  left  wing  was  badly 
damaged  by  a  fire  probably  started  by  vandals. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  that  Mrs.  Edith  Ray,  the 
present  owner  of  the  property,  has  completed  restoration  of 
the  remaining  buildings 0    She  has  also  landscaped  and  enhanced 
the  grounds  and  gardens  to  compliment  the  impressively 
restored  buildings <> 

Mrs.  Ray,  a  member  of  this  society,  is  to  be  commended 
and  thanked  for  preserving  one  of  Hardin  County's  most 
historic  landmarks.  G.W.

From  THE  ELIZABETHTOWN  NEWS  1941, 

The  old  Salt  River  Road  was  the  only  road  of  consequence 
in  the  vicinity  of  Vertrees  in  the  middle  l800's.    It  was 
established  by  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1 829 ,  providing  that 
it  be  cleared  "of  all  timber  in  all  practicable  places,  the 
stumps  not  to  be  more  than  twelve  inches  high,     and  leading 
from  the  mouth  of  Salt  River  to  the  Brandenburg  and  Bowling 
Green  Road  at  Leitchfield.

Early  shoemakers  and  cobblers  in  Elitabethtown  were 
Conrad  Hotopp,  John  Rihn,  John  Heller  and  William  Christen., 
Hotopp's  shop  was  where  the  old  White  Dove  Bakery  was  on  Dixie 
Christen1 s  shop  was  on  the  corner  of  Main  Cross  and  Mulberry, 
the  present  site  of  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan.

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WOODRING  FAMILY 

John  Woo drin g,  born  at  Graceham,  Frederick  County,  Md. 
8  March  1 771 ,  was  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Glatt ) „  In 
1796  at  the  age  of  twenty-five,  John  emigrated  with  relatives 
and  friends  to  Nelson  County,  Ky. ,  later  moving  to  Hardin 
County  near  what  is  now  Elizabethtown.    Here  he  married 
Christine  Wolf,  daughter  of  Christian  and  Catherine  Wolf 9 

John  and  Christine  laid  off  the  boundary  of  their  farm 
by  blazing  trees  and  building  their  log  house  by  a  large 
spring  near  St,  John's,    Besides  farming,  John  ran  a  pottery 
on  the  exact  site  of  Bethlehem  Academy, 

After  the  deaths  of  John  and  Christine,  their  son  Charle 
and  his  wife  Matilda  (Hartley)  obtained  possession  of  the 
land  and  they  lived  there  the  rest  of  their  lives.    At  their 
death  their  two  sons,  Monroe  and  Wesley,  a  bachelor,  lived 
on  the  homeplace  until  Wesley  was  killed  by  lightning  while 
going  to  the  spring  for  water.    Monroe  then  sold  the  place 
and  the  land  passed  out  of  the  Woodring  family. 

Monroe  Woodring  was  the  grandfather  of  I.  W.  Woodring, 
who  is  in  possession  of  the  family  Bible.    It  lists  the 
children  of  John  and  Christine  Woodring  as  follows:  Jacob, 
William,  Susan,  John,  Lucinda,  Charles,  Matilda,  Elizabeth, 
Mary  Ann,  James,  Jack,  Benjamin,  San,  and  Joseph.

THE  LOUISVILLE  AND  NASHVILLE  STAGE 

Samuel  Beale  Thomas  of  Elizabethtown  and  Daniel  Carter 
of  Nashville  operated  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Stage 
Coach  Line  beginning  in  1829.    The  stage  company  had  its 
Louisville  office  at  the  Gait  House  at  First  and  Main.  A 
daily  stage  ran  each  way  between  Louisville  and  Nashville 
and  the  company  did  a  thriving  business.    Thomas  acquired 
a  great  wealth  from  his  interest  in  the  undertaking. 

The  coach  used  was  of  the  Concord  type  and  carried  six 
passengers  inside  with  room  for  another  on  the  box  with  the 
driver.    The  baggage  was  carried  on  top  of  the  stage  or  was 
swung  on  the  back  end.    For  many  years  four  horses  were  used 
in  good  weather  and  six  in  bad  weather.    The  horses  were  the 
best  that  could  be  procured  and  were  usually  well  matched. 

The  stage  left  Louisville  at  5>  AM,  stopped  for  break- 
fast at  the  Nine  Mile  House,  near  Pleasure  Ridge  Park,  and 
reached  Elizabethtown  at  noon  where  passengers  had  dinner 
at  the  Eagle  House  on  the  Square.    Resuming  the  journey  at 
1  PM,  they  reached  Bell's  Tavern,  Glasgow  Junction,  now 
called  Park  City,  ninety  miles  from  Louisville  at  9  PM  and 
spent  the  night  there*    On  the  second  day,  the  stage  left 
Bell's  Tavern  about  $  AM  and  reached  Nashville  at  9  PM, 
thus  making  the  trip  of  1 80  miles  in  two  days»    In  1834 
the  fare  from  Louisville  to  Nashville  was  $12.00.    It  is 
said  that  in  1 8£1  when  the  famed  Swedish  singer,  Jenny  Lind, 
was  traveling  by  coach  from  Nashville  to  Louisville,  Samuel 
Thomas  personally  drove  the  stage  for  her0    Thomas  lived  in 
the  house  on  Poplar  Street  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Mrs.  L.
